RUSSIAN VISITORS 


The farmers from Russia are 
in California now. Along with 
almost everyone else, we would 
like to see them. The Russians 
know that and so do the officials 
who are helping to manage their 
tour. Consequently, the press 
and the public are cautioned 
against any undue clamor at a 
chance to get a glimpse of the 
visitors, 

They are going to be in the 
tiverside Inn for breakfast to- 
morrow morning, but there is 
no chance for anyone to talk 
with them—unless visitors wish 
to talk. As to seeing them, we 
have been advised thusly.: ‘‘A- 
vailability of Russian visitors 
for interviews will depend en- 
tirely upon the desires of the 
visiting delegation’. 

Head man in the visiting group 
is Vladimir Vladimirovich Mat- 
skevich. He has a position com- 
parable with that of the first 
assistant secretary of agricul- 
ture in this country. A 45-year 
old politician, his name is pro- 
nounced like this: Vla-DEE-mir 
Mats-KAY-vich. 


TAX CHANGES 


The State board of equaliza- 
tion calls it “‘intercounty tax 
free-loading’”’ but San Bernardi- 
no County supervisors and oth- 
ers call it a real mess — this 
being about the current order 
for the local .assessed valuation 
to be increased 39 per cent by 
Sept. 1. The order to change 
the basis for assessments came 
less than a week ago. Actually, 
to make the stenographic chang- 
es would require more time 
than is available if all the em- 
ployes and machines worked 
constantly from now through the 
end of the month. 

The state board declares the 
change was ordered in this and 
other counties to keep an equal 
basis between counties and to 
prevent any county from un- 
fairly siphoning off state school 
funds. 

There may be some’ merit to 
the new assessment »vasis but 
under the short time allowed, 
it is reportedly impossible to 
make the change. It is up to 
the people in our courthouse to 
solve the dilemna. The situation 
is critical, not only for the 
county taxes but also for the 
city of Upland tax income,

City of Ontario has a 
reservoir on Eighth St. at Euclid 
Place, which will receive Colo- 
rado river as soon as a chlorina- 
tion station is completed. 
Delivery of water to the Tioga 
Co. is possible through the in- 
stallation of a main pipe line 
and construction of reservoirs on 
Benson. The Tioga gets its water 
from a reservoir just north of 
Foothill Blvd. The Metropolitan 
has a basic charge and the rate 
increases in accordance with the 
higher elevation to which the 


|water must be pumped to the 


point of delivery. 

In an election several years 
ago, residents in western part 
of the county voted to form the 
Chino. Basin Metropolitan Water 
district as an agency that would 
qualify in buying Colorado’ river 
water from: the Metropolitan 
Water District.~In the meantime, 
the Chino district has installed 
pumping stations, pipelines and 
reservoirs. Various local distrib- 
uting agencies are privileged. to 
buy the water as. needed to sup- 
plement their own sources. 

With increasing demands for 
water, it is likely use of Colorado 
river water will gain as a sup- 
plemental supply. 


300 Acres May 
Be Used in Rock, 
Sand Project 


With 200 acres already involved 
as a site for a big sand and rock 
development project, an addition- 
al 100 acres may be used for 
the same purpose, according to 
reports yesterday. 

The area involved is west of 
Benson Ave. extending north of 
14th St. West End Consolidated 
Water Co. owns ,the 200 acres 
between 14th and 16th Sts., which 
is involved in a proposed zone 
change. 

An announcement has come 


.from the San Antonio Water Co. 


that a 100 acre tract north of 
16th St. may also be used by a 
newly organized rock and sand 
company. Kenneth Long is the 
prospective lessee of the 109 acre 
tract. Of this 100 acre tract, 60 
acres are owned by the San An- 
tonio Co. and 40 acres by the 
Pomona Valley Protective Assn. 

Application for a zone change 
for the 200 acre tract has been 
approved by*the San Bernardino 
county planning commission. A 
final hearing will be held by che 
San Bernardino county board of 
supervisors but no date has been 
set. 

Citrus growers and officials 
concerned with water. conserva- 
tion in general have expressed 
approval of the idea of excavat- 
ing rock and sand pits in the 
area. The pits, according to Don 
Adams, manager of the San An. 
tonio Water Co., will be service- 
able as settling basins during 
rainfall periods. 

It is understood, however, that 
a group of Foothill Blvd. resi- 
dents have filed a petition of 
protest against the zone change.

Residents of Cucamonga and 
Alta Loma are faced with a wa- 
ter shortage. 

This fact has been reported by 
officials of the various mutual 
water firms serving the area and 
the urgency is being emphasized 
in the face of the $1,200,000 bond 
election to finance facilities for 
using Colorado river water. The 
election will be held Aug. 30. 

Clifton Chappell, Manager of 
the Cucamonga Water Co., said 
ata meeting of the Cucamonga 
Basin Protective’ Assn., that if 
it were not for a new well put in 


use last year, members of. his 
firm would be in dire trouble 
now. 


J. F. Grass, Jr., reported that 
the Ioamosa Water Co., Hellman 
Ave., well ran out of water at 
th 500 foot level and that it 
Nas been extended to the 800 foot 
level to serve the remainder of 
the season. 


_ Likewise, in a borchure to be 
mailed to all voters, directors of 
the Cucamonga’ County Water 
district are pointing out the need 
for a supplemental water supply 
in providing demands of the fu- 
ture, 

Excerpts from the statements 
in the brochure follow: 


HISTORY 


“We have voted ourselves into 


‘the Metrepolitan Water District 


System and are part of the Chino 
Basin Municipal Water District. 
We voted ourselves into the Cu- 
camonga County Water district. 
These things merely allow us to 
tie into the aqueduct at the con- 
nection now installed at Archi- 
bald Ave. and Acacia St. Now 
we must put the water up, 
through’ the district, so that 
groups or individuals may tie 
into this line and get the water. 

‘Everyone who has lived in 
this section during the past 10 
years should realize there is an. 
overdraft on our underground 
supply of water. If the present 
dry cycle continues for a few

ter. Just because you have been 
able to turn on your faucet at 
will and get water doesn’t mean 
you Can continue to do so in the 
future if a supplemental supply 
is not brought in.

Main feature of this plan is a 
trunk line consisting of reser- 
voirs, a pipeline, and a system 
of booster pumps to take the 
water from the aqueduct to the 
top of the district, and is located 
near the middle of the district. 
The final plan depends on what 
a more detailed survey shows to 
be the best.
